Lake City Sizzled 
and Burned. 


One Hundred People 
Prostrated. 


Thermometer Soared Away Up 
in the Clouds. 


Torrid Waveis not Broken and 
Repetition of Oppressive- 
ness is Expected. — 


{BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES} 
HICAGO, July 10.—[Exclusive Dis- 
C patch.}] Chicago broke all its tra- 
ditional hot records today; saw the 
thermometer reach higher than before 
in the twenty-nine years’ history of the 
official Weather Bureau, and sizzied 
and burned under the oppressive heat. 
One hundred and two degrees and a 
fraction was the high point reached to- 
day. The big books in the weather 
tower have only one other record which 
deserves to compare with this. Back 
in 1887, July 16, the register showed 100 
deg. Before and since then, until today, 
and going away back to 1872, there 
were just nine days in all the years 
when it was as high as 98 deg. 
Chicago awoke in the morning to the 
realization that the day was going to 
be tremendously hot. At high noon the 
weather-tower indicator said it was % 
deg., and then the suffering began. At 
1 o'clock it was 99 deg., and at 2 o'clock 
101 deg., with the heat still intensify- 
ing. At 3 o'clock the mercury rose te 
102.1 deg., and burst into every corner 
of the dty. Laborers at their work; 
women and children walking from 
house to house or to stores; 


many of the victims will not recover. 
Eight unfortunates were crazed with 
heat and committed suicide. The c¢ 
ualty records will go down in histo 
to tell the story of one of the most? 
miserable days known to this city by 
the lakes. All during the afternoon 
there came little or no relief. The tem- ‘ 
perature fell naturally hour by hour, 
and yet at 7 o'clock it stood at 96 deg. 
This breaks all records also for the 
twenty-nine years for this hour of the 
day, when the official observa are 
made. 

At 7:30 o’clock great relief came, and 
within fifteen minutes the thermome- 
From 86 it dropped to 
72, and at 7:45 o'clock it went down to 
66. Fifteen minutes later it was back 
to 70 deg.an d by midnight it was up| 
to 74 deg. The shift of the wind from 
the west to a position from off the 
lake brought the change. The hot 
wave is not broken, and tomorrow is 
expected to be almost, if not quite, as 
hot as today. The lake alone can afford 
relief. After today’s terrible experience 
the city and its people are in no con- 
dition to withstand a repetition of the 
awful heat. 


KANSAS GETTING DRIER. 
IS AS HOT AS EVER. >

TOPEKA (Kan.) July 10.—Kaneas is 
just as hot as it was yesterday, and 
many degrees drier. The temperatures 
throughout the State today ranged 
from 100 to 108 On account of the 
dryness of the atmosphere very few 
prostrations were reported, Sut the 
damage to crops and fruits was wide- 
spread.

The passenger train was traveling 
in three sections on account of the 
heavy Epworth League business to San 
Francisco. The wrecked train was the 
first section and contained no 
Leaguers. Conductor McCanna of the 
freight train, east bound, had been or- 
dered to meet the second section of the 
passenger train at Slater, the next 
station east of Norton, but apparently 
overlooked the fact that the first sec- 
tion, which was fifty-five minutes late, 
had not passed. 

-The front brakeman on the freight, 
who was about four cars from the en- 
gine, says Conductor McCanna, as- 
sumed the throttle himself on leaving 
Marshall, and was running the engine 
when the collision occurred. The tra ns 
met two miles west of Norton on a 
curve, surmounting a high embank- 
‘ment. : 
> <A relief train started from Kansas 
City at noon, and returned here with 
the injured at 6 o’clock this evening. 
Those who died en route were taken 
to an undertaker’s, while the others 
were distributed between the hospitals, 
The six killed outright were ieft at 
Slater, Mo. 

The trains collided while going at a 
good rate of speed. The engines were 
pushed to either side of the track and 
practically demolished, while the fur 
ward cars of the passenger train tele- 
scoped each other. 

The forward Pullman and the tourist 
sleeper in front were burned. The bag- 
gage car was wrecked and freight cars 
were piled on both engines and burned. 
The train which was wrecked Was one 
of the finest passenger trains in the 
United States.. The equipment was 
all new, including the sleeping cars, 
coaches, baggage cars and locomotive. 

On the arrival at Kansas City of ths 
train bearing the wounded, the suffer- 
ers were taken to St. Joseph's and 
University hospitals, where everything 
possible was done for them. On the 
journey from Slater four of the in- 
jured died and their bodies were t:ken 
to an undertaking establishment hee. 
The train also brought the bodies of 
Mrs. Gill and daughter ef Goodland, 


Ind. 
The injured suffered most! from 
scalds due to escaping steam from the 


wrecked locomotives, there being no 
broken limbs. Some of the victims had 
inhaled steam and were in worse con- 
dition than at first indicated. 

Soon after their arrival here th:es 
of the injured died at the University 
Hospital and one at St. Joseph's Hos- 
pital. Identification of the dead Was 
difficult because the clothing had ben 
removed to apply relief to the scalded 
surface. 

One of the deaths at University Hos- 
pital was that of an old woman named 
Mis. Dickson of Wilmington, IL Her 
daughter is in the hospital, not re- 
riously burned. 

Miss Lulu Ryder of Kentiand, Ind., 
was terribly mutilated, her face boing 
crushed and her body scalded. She 
died at University Hospital at 7 
o'clock. Miss Hilda Hyslip of Chenea, 
lil, scalded and burned on back, 
shoulder, face and head, is the most 
seriously injured of the patients at 
University Hospital. E. C. Bray of 
Chicago, a shoe dealer, is at Uni-

At the session of the Indian educa- 
tional department Prof. C. M. Wood 
ward of Washington University, St. 
Louis, read a paper on “What Shall Be 
Taught in an Indian School?” 

MISS POW’S THOUGHT. 
At the meeting of the department of 
higher education and child study and 
kindergartens, Miss Charlotte M. Pow 
of Columbia, 8. C., took as her subject 
“Work and Play in the Primary and 
Grammar Grades.” She said in part: 
“Birds, beasts, men and even plants 
use their energies and then _ rest. 
Through all mature runs this rythmic 
movement—activity and recuperation, 
work end piay. The chiid-trainer must 
take this into consideration, and study 
each child to determine: First, kinds 
of work and play needed; second, 
amount of each necessary; third, their 
proper distribution. 
“The resvlt of work chiefly is the de- 
velopment of the individual life, as 
shown in actual work products and 
faculty power. The results of play are 
those of the social life, and make for 
a cultivation of sympathy and social 
adaptiveness. 
“Work is necessary for the purpose 
of food-getting for body and mind. 
There is also a necessary phase of 
play—eating, rest, sleep, exercise— 
which cannot be neglegted. Necessary 
work and play tend to Pre presentation 
of the individual and the race. 
“When the problem of the means of 
existence is suived, work and piay be- 
come a pleasureable expression of in- 
dividual tastes and inclinations. Ex- 
pressive work and play make for in- 
dividuality and talent. 

“The elements of necessary wogk and 
play, and expressive work and play, 
are ever present throughout man’s life. 
The order, however, of their predomi- 
nance in child training seems to be— 
necessaiy play, expressive play, ex- 
pressive work, necessary work. The 
proper distribution of work and play— 
especially of necessary work and play— 
will gain the best hygienic results for 
mind ani body. 

“In the kindergarten, the child's play 
becomes expressive. In the primary, 
he begins his expressive work. e 
time at first should be equally divided 


between work and play with a gradual 
growth of the predominance 0 work. 
These are habit-forming years. In the 


grammar grades, strenuous work finds 
its true and dominant place. Habit 
has ripened into duty. The relation of 
work and play is an important factor 
in determining course of study, grada- 
tion, method, devices and discipline.” 

George M, Grant, principal of Queen's 
University, Kingston, Can. spoke 
about “Some of Our Mistakes.” He 
said in part: 

“We have undervalued the teaching 
profession. Ali history shows how 
great is this mistake, for teachers have 
determined every permanent advance 
of the thought and life of humanity. 
Aristotle, Piato, Socrates and _ the 
Greek dramatists were the teachers of 
their time, and Europe and America 
stili sit at their feet. So in the East 
with Gautana and Confucius. Jesus 
was known simply as Rabbi, our 
teacher. 
of those great teachers? That they 
spoke with authority because they had 
mastered what they taught. We have 
fancied that there is a royal road to 
knowledge, and so we have encouraged 
intellectual levity and trifling in our 
children. There is no such road.” 

Dr. Francis Burke Brandt of Phila- 
deiphia read a paper on “The State in 
Its Relation to the Defective Child” 
before the department of education for 
deaf, blind and feeble-minded. He said 
in part: “The primary duty of the 
State, so far as defective children are

poiice census in New York City showed 
that thére were 702.162 children of 
school age in that city, but of these 
only 468,229 were enrolled in elther pub- 
lic or private school This is typical 
of the condition in many American 
communities. The State, awakening to 
this frightful sacrifice of child life, is 
siowly but steadily extending its com- 
pulsory school laws forcing all chil- 
dren up to 13 or 14 years of age into 
our public schools. With crowding 
heterogeneous masses into our public 
schools, there arises the imperative 
need of some method of detecting and 
weeding out those who are widely di- 
vergént from the average.”

COLVILLE VALLEY. 


Locators of Farm Lands Holding the 
Same by Squatters’ Rights Because 
of No Surveys—Search for Oil May 
Lead to Bloodshed.

TACOMA, July 10.—[{Exclusive Dis- 
patch.] Dispatches from Colville and 
other towns in Colville Reservation 
say that homesteaders in Colville Val- 
ley are having great trouble with oil 
speculators, who are trying to secure 
lands for the purpose of sinkirg oil 
wells. Very little of the land there has 
been surveyed, making “4t necessary 
for homesteaders to obtain and main- 
tain possession by squatters’ rights 
until such time as surveys can be com- 
pleted and their rights be protected. 
Disregarding this situation, oil pros- 


steaded land, and where final proof 
has not been made, they have located 
land under the Placer Mining Act, 
This gives them the right to explore 
the land for oil and places the rights 
of homesteaders in jeopardy. Some of 
the latter have forbidden trespassers 
of any kind going upon ther lands 
under penalty of death.

Under every government 
upon the globe, the Democratic masses 
should watch our glorious example, 
should study our inspiring history, 
should consider our unsullied reputa- 
tion as a great and faithful Demo- 
cratic repwblic.

Continuing, he said: “Without de- 
tracting from those great questions, 
there are in this campaign in Ohio 
questions of such transcendent impor- 
tance to the people of the State that 
they overwhelm all other issues, and 
foremost of all is the adoption of an 
equitable system of assessing and col- 
lecting tax burdens. If we can win for 
the people of Ohio at this election re- 
lief from the inequalities of steam- 
railroad taxation alone, it will be a 
lasting blessing. The steam railroads 
are paying less than a fifth of their 
just share of taxation by comparison 
with tHe owners of farms and other 
small properties. 

“Every county in the State loses 
greatly by this schéme of injustice, 
and through it every citizen in every 
county in Ohio is paying more than his 
just share of taxes.

Before Salen began the Cuyahoga 
delegation gave three cheers for “Tom 
Johnson and Charlie Salen.” and the 
demonstrations followed, and the clos- 
ing part of Salen’s speech on railway 
taxation was loudly applauded. 

ANTI-DOWLING FIGHT. 

After the adoption of the rules ‘and 
order of business, the report on cre- 
dentials was submitted, seating the 
Dowling delegates from Montgomery, 
the McCloud delegates from Union, the 
Buckley delegates from Portage and 
the Mason delegates from Butler 


county. 

FE. H. Moore presented a minority 
\report, signed by seven of the twenty- 
one members of the committee, to seat 
the anti-Dowling delegates from Mont- 
gomery, and an animated scene fol- 
lowed over this contest, which involved 
the local power of J. H. Dowling and 
which has been precipitated in State 
conventions for several years. 

Thomas Galvin moved as a substitute 
for both records that both delegations 
be seated with half votes each, and 
that next year the State committee 
take charge of the Democratic pri- 
maries in Montgomery county, ignor- 
ing both local factions. 

Joseph H. Dowling opened the argu- 
ments in a most animated statement.

While E. H. Moore was replying to 
Dowling there were heated demonstra- 
tions in the audience, and they con- 
tinued while J. P. Seward replied to 
Mr. Moore, especially when L. A. Rus- 
sell interrupted Seward with questions. 
Judge B. F. McCain pf Dayton charged 
Dowling with attempting to defeat him 
and other Democratic candidates. 

The nm tion of Galvin to seat both 
delegations with’ half votes-was de- 
feated. The chair declared the motion 
to substitute the minority report for 
the majority report carried on a viva 
voce vote. There was great excite- 
ment until Chairman Salen recognized 
those demanding a call of the counties, 
and ordered a ballot. - 

There was much disturbance in the 
Cuyahoga delegation on the floor over 
the enforcement of the unit rule, but 
the chair recognized those who an- 
nounced 85 votes solid against Dowling. 

After the votes of Cuyahoga county 
had been recorded, the vote was chal- 
lenged and the delegation was polled 
amid much confusion. The poll was 56 
yeas to 29 nays, whereupon Chairman 
Salen refused to recognize many points 
lof order and appeals from the decision 
of the chair, and directed Secretary 
Cochran to proceed with the call while 
he was ordering those appealing from 
his rulings to sit down. 

Hamilton county voted 74 yeas and ¢ 
nays, and this caused applause from 
the anti-Dowling men, who were 
greatly surprised at the McLean men 
voting with Johnson from Cleveland, as 
Dowling had been considered one of the , 
McLean leaders. 

The ballot resulted 556 yeas and 357 
nays. The minority report was then 
adopted as a substitute for the 
jority report. 

The Dowling delezation had received 
the tickets for the convention seats 
from the State Committee yesterday. 
and won in the long contest last night 
before the Committee on Credentials, 
and heretofore had also won 
the series of Montgomery contests he- 
fore the State convention. When 
Dowling and his delegation gave up 
their seats, there was a wild scene. 
Dowling has been the leader in Mont- 
gomery county for twenty years. He 
wes a State oil inspector under Gov. 
Campbell, and revenue collector un- 
der President Cleveland. 

Ex-Congressman J. F. Follette re- 
ported in favor of making permanent 
the temporary org@nization.

“Benevolent and- penal 
should be conducted upon a_ non- 
partisan and business basis.

That is what almost changed comedy 
into tragedy in the closing act last 
night.

It was no make- 
believe, stage squat; and it hurt. 

In a voice trembling, wave-like, with 
real rage, the Chief Person’ then 
thundered out his protest.

ONDITION OF WHEAT 
IMPROVED DURING YEAR. 


CALIFORNIA PASTURAGE EXCEL- 
LENT, BUT POORER ELSEWHERE. 


Falling-off in Apples, but Promise of 
More Than Average Crops of Peaches. 
Figures from the Agricult@ral Depart- 
ment at “Washington.

WASHINGTON, July 10.—According 
to preliminary returns to the statis- 
ticlan of the Department of Agricul- 
ture, the condition of winter wheat 
improved during the year, being 88.3 
July 1, as compared with 87.8 June 1; 
80.8 July 1, 1900; 6.6 at the corre- 
sponding date in 1899, and a ten-year 
average of 80.2. 

The average condition of spring 
wheat also improved during the month, 
being 95.6 July 1, as compared with 
92 one month ago; 55.2 July 1, 1900; 
91.7 at the corresponding date in 1899, 
and a ten-year average of 385.6. 

The condition of spring and winter. 
wheat combined, July 1, was 91.1, 
against 69.8 July 1, 1900, and 76.2 at 
the corresponding date in 1899. 

The amount of wheat remaining in 
the hands of farmers July 1 is esti- 
mated at about. thirty-one million 
bushels, or the equivalent of 5.85 per 
cent. of the crop of 1900. 

The average condition of barley is 
91.3, as against 91 one month ago. 
76.3 July 1, 1900, and a ten-year aver- 
age of 87.1. 

Reports on the hay crop are in the 
main unfavorable, therg being a de- 
cline from the conditioni.as reported 
on the first of last enth in a ma- 
jority of the more important hay-pro- 
ducing States. The condition of pas- 
tures suffered impairment during 
the onth, and in several important 
States is considerably below the ten- 
year average. In some States, how- 
ever, including California, the condi- 
tion is excellent, being six and eight 
points above their respective yearly 


averages. 

While there has been a general de- 
cline in the apples and peaches, as 
compared with the last month, almost 
every important peach-growing State 
has the promise of more than an aver- 
age crop, but in the apple-producing 
States the crop will be generally poor. 
The condition of grapes is excellent. 

The wool report indicates the aver- 
age weight per fleece as 6.15 
pounds as against 6.17 pounds in 1900. 


THREATENED WITH DEATH. 
Mayor Harrison of Chicago Gets a 


Postal Card Saying There is a Plan 


to Shoot Him.

CHICAGO, July 10.—{Exclusive Dis- 
patch.}] Carter H. Harrison, Mayor of 
Chicago, js threatened with the same 
death that befell his father when he 
was Mayor of the city. Today Mayor 
Harrison got warning through the 
mail, and while all the officials at the 
City Hall are inclined to regard the 
note as the work of a crank, still the 
memory of the assassination of the 


elder Harrison is too vivid to allow the 
| matter to go unnoticed. The present 


Mayor's father was called to the door 
of his Ashland-avenue home on the 
evening of Chicago day at the World's 
Fair, October 9, 1893, and shot by Wil- 
Ham Prendergast» The impression of 
that deed has never been lessened, and 
attachés of the Mayor's office, to say 
the least, are nervous over this new 
threat. 

A postal card informed Mayor, Harri- 
son of a plot on foot to assassinate him, 
The card was mailed at Harvey, IIL, 
July 9, at 2:30 o’clock in the afternoon. 
It read as follows: | 

“Carter H. Harrison, Chicago, I1l.— 
Dear Sir: Manage to be out of the city 
next Saturday night, for there is a plan 
on foot to shoot you. It was discov- 
ered by me. 

[Signed] “A GOOD CITIZEN.” 

The writing is similar to that of a 
schoolboy. “Discovered” was spelled 
with two V's. Chief Clerk Merinbaum, 
in the Mayor's office, says that mis- 
spelling does not weaken the force of 
the warning, for many  curiously- 
spelled communications reach the 
Mayor's office. The Mayor leaves the 
city for Huron Mountain, Mich., next 
week. Policeman James Donahue, his 
official bodyguard, declares he will 
keep His Honor in sight until he is 
safely out of the city.

IV.—JAPAN’S NEW MINISTRY. 


[By Alfred Stead, fellow of the Royal Colonial 


Institute.] 


ERY significant of the new con- 
ditions in Japan is the composi- 
tion of Gen. Viscount Katsura’s 
Cabinet, which was installed on June 
2. Two members of it sat in ‘the pre- 
ceding Cabinet, which was headed by 
the veteran statesman, Marquis Ito. 
These are Gen. Baron Kodama, Min- 
‘ister of War, and Admiral Yamanoto, 
Minister of the Navy. The Depart- 
ments of War and the Navy have been 
taken out of partisan politics definite- 
ly and finally, Japan recognizing, with 
a patroitism that is worthy of emu- 
lation by western nations, that. the 
national defense is not a subject for

situdes of premiers and ministries. 

While the Katsura Cabinet em- 
braces men who have come up sud- 
denly from minor political offices, such 
as Baron Utsuml, Min®ter . of 
Home Affairs, and Hirata Tosuke, 
Minister of Agriculture and Com- 
merce, it has not any of the so-called 
“elder statesmen,” whose fame was 
beginning of the 
great epoch which opened with the 
Chinese-Japanese war, one or more 
of whom until now have been sup- 
posed to be a necessity to every min- 
istry. The new statesmen who are to 
eontrol the affairs of the empire 
are abreast of the times and are not 
bound to either political party, Vis- 
count Katsura being on terms of in- 
timacy in public matters with both 
Marquis Ito and Marquis Yamagata, 
the two great party leaders and politi- 
cal rivals. It is pointed out as signi- 
ficant, however, that, while some of 
the latter’s former Cabinet associates 
are in the new Cabinet, not a sirgle 
Minister is a member of the Selyuk- 
wai, Marquis Ito’s politica] party. 

A PRODUCT OF NEW FORCES. 


Especially significant is it that the. 
new Premier won distincti4n leading 
up to his present high office first as a 
general of renown in the Chinese war 
and afterward as Minister of War and 
the energetic and successful Governor 
of Formosa, Japan's chief colony, 
which was ceded to it by China after 
the latter's defeat in the war of 1°95. 
The “elder statesmen,” the political 
parties, the rivalry and ambitions of 
the clans which formerly were the de- 
termining factors in government, have 
thus been put on the shelf, at least 
temporarily, while new men o” the 
new Japan, believers in progress, co)- 
onizers, creations as well as creators 
of the broader empire, hold the reins 
of government. It is not surprising 
that the Japanese are astonished at 
the assurance of the new Premier. 

The forces that are stirring among 
the Japanese are not fully recognized 
as yet, even by themselves. The fact

alone made these new men possible 
and that they now are to be judged 
by their achievements in office, which,

The new Premier, who is one of the 
youngest generals of the army, is pe- 
culiarly well adapted to work cut 
the policy of going beyond the borders 
of the nation to secure for it new ele- 
ments of greatness. He wag popular 
in China during the war between it 
and his own country, not oniy be- 
cause of his intelligent humanity, but 
because of his wide accomplishments. 
In that.,war he won the hearty re- 
spect and lasting gratitude of foreign- 
ers by his untiring efforts, not only

That his career and his

The grand- 
daughter at once repaired to the room 
of her grandfather and respectfully 
told him that she was highly grateful 
at his kindness in wishing to buy for 
her a beautiful sash. But she added 
that she had already two or three 
sashes, which were enough for her, 
and she wished therefore that he 
would spare himself the trouble of 
buying an additional] one for her. In- 
stead, she had something to ask of 
her grandfather and mother, a — 
which had been weighing on her min 
for some time past. She then told the 
Viscount about the settlers in the Ku- 
riles, how they—especially the chil- 
dren—must be subjected to various 
discomforts, concluding that with 
these thoughts always in her mind 
she had n anxious to send some- 
thing to the settlers to show her sym- 


pathy with them. The Viscount was) 


deeply struck with admiration at this 
noble idea of his grand-daughter, and 
after consultation with the Viscount- 
ess at once contributed in the name of 
their grand-daughter a sum of 50 ,en 
to the colonigation society. They also 
bought for her the sash as a reward 
for her goodness.

colonists. It occurred to her that she 
had once heard about the great trouble 
the grown-up folk in the Kuriles had 
been experiencing in making suitable 
clothes for the younger members of 
the community. She thought that 
home-woven cotton goods must be ac- 
ceptable to the settlers. The Vis- 
countess was about €0 at that time, 
but with her mind thoroughly made 
up to accomplish this act of kin@ness 
she, with the assistance of her elder 
sister, betook herself to weaving cot- 
ton goods with unremitted diligence, 
and by their combined efforts some 
dozen rolis of- durable goods were at 
last woven. They were at once sent 
to the colonisation society. How 
deeply Lieut. Gunji, president of the 
society, was moved by these repeated 
acts of kindness from tne family of 
the Viscount may easily be imagined. 
The 50 yen previously sent in the name 


of Misa Yoshi had been used in pur- 


chasing desks and statione for the 
children in the Kurtles and these were 
sent thither in May of last year. The 
abrics lately sent in the name of the 
iscountess were forwarded to the 
Kuriles per the Hoko Maru, that 
weighed anchor at Shinagawa for the 
north a day or two ago. At the same 
time photographs showing the Vis- 
countess at weaving, the likeness of 
Miss Yoshi and few other pictures 
were aiso gent to the settlers. The 
doings of the family of the Viscount 
must go to the heart—as we hope it 
will—of the other families of mere 
peers who invest hundreds upon hun- 
dreds in costly garments and waste 
their time in visiting piaces of amuse- 
ment. The same doings will also 
serve as a good instruction to the 
members of the society.”

The 
loyalty of Bhopal is traditional, and 
when in 1869 the late Duke of Edip- 
burgh visited India the Begum jour- 
neyed to Calcutta on purpose to wel- 
come him. She did the same in 1876 
when the King, then the Prince of 
Wales, arrived at Calcutta. She was 
a tiny little lady, scarcely taller than 
an English child of 10, When young she 
had a bright and pleasing face, with 
wonderfully large and bril'ient eyes. 
although eae Mvhammedan. she never 
vellei herself. An interesting account 
of the Begum was given some years 
ag» by a French traveler: “I had an 
appointment with Her Highness, he 
wrote, “and fo I called at th? palace, 
which ts full of Europein treafures and 
luxuries. In the room into which I was 
ushered sat a little girl whom I t°ok 
to be the caughter of one cf the court 
nobles, and was on the point of ad- 
dressirg her. when ashe arose,

FIREMEN’S EXPENSES. 
CHIEF MAKES ESTIMATE. 


The Board of Fire Commissioners 
yesterday determined to recommend 
the Chief's estimate of expenses for 
the fiscal Year 1901-1902. In this esti- 
mate, the department asks for $153,- 
£29.50, which is more than $18,000 more 
than waa allowed last year. Of the 
$125,000 allowed last year, there was 
spent $123.550.52. 

In his report accompanying the esti- 
mate, the Chief says that the increased 
demand is made with a view of § in-

of the department was chosen secre- 
tary, to serve without pay. The Chief 
was instructed to make a report of 
the amount of money now in the fund. 


MUST REGISTER. 
MIDWIVES GIVEN NOTICE. 
Midwives who are wnregistered are 
subject to prosecution, and, unless they 
at once attend to the matter, wil] be 
arrested. . This, in substance, is the 
fcontents of a notice which the City 
Health Officer has sent to every un- 
registered person following the profes- 

sion of midwifery. 

It is only a few days ago that 
notices were sent out to physicians and 
pharmacists warning them to register 
at the health office. These notices 
caused considerable commotion among 
some of the drug clerks and physicians, 
and many registrations have been 
made under protest. 

The protests are made because the 
city ordinance covering the cases of 
physicians and pharmacists provides 
for an annual registration, and the 
payment of a $2 fee wpon each oc- 
casion. 

There is also an ordimance providing 
that all midwives must be registered. 
In the notices sent out yesterday, the 
Health Officer notifies midwives to cal] 
at his office and register within ten 
days. A fallure to comply with this 
notice will be followed by a complaint 
| in the Police Court.

That paper quotes him as saying: "We 
have 11,000 tons of ore in sight in our 
property--the Grand Prize. It is sul- 
phide of iron, carrying both gold and 
silver. We have traced the main ore 
body 300 feet. I do not know the width, 
although we have over six feet now 
exposed. In case I can make arrange- 
ments for teams I shall ship at least 600 
tons r month to Flagstaff to be 
load on the cars. Five carloads of 
coke per week will be unloaded at this 
place for the smelter. The smelter 
will also do custom work.” 

A report from Dragoon about the 
workings on the Copper Crown mines 
in the Dragoon Mountains states that 
shaft No. 1 on the Copper Chief claim 
is down 235 feet, and that the tunnel 
on the Copper Queen is in a distance of 
sixty-five feet. The company is going 
to put tn additional machinery to ex- 
pedite development. 

A report received at the Los Angeles 
office of the Bisbee West Copper Min- 
ing Company from the superintendent 
of the mines at Bisbee, Cochise county, 
states that the shaft has reached a 
depth of 600 feet.

F. O. Wilkinson, manager of the 
properties of the “‘earst estate, in the 
Yellow Pine district, in southern Ne- 
vada, states that Sandy Camp, the 
central point of the district, is show- 
ing up under development some very 
fine gold and co~~er devosits. He says 
that what has held the camp back has 
been the lack of transportation facili- 
ties, but that drawback was now likely 
to be soon disposed of. The California 
and Eastern Rallway Company is 
working about three hundred men on 
its extension from Manvel and pushing 
things along in a lively manner. The 
worst bit of the extension now being 
built is the portion immediaetly north 
of Manvel, in San Bernardino county, 
Cal., but as foon as they are through 
that and get into the Dry Lake coun- 
try. construction will go ahead more 
rapidly.

side of the back and had just grazed 
the outer coating of the left kidney.

Later in the day he gained in 
strength somewhat, and was able to 
converse with his employer, and with 
Capt. Bradish several times before 
night. sLast night he developed some 
fever, but this symptom had been an- 
ticipated. He did not lose conscious- 
ness, however. The attending physi- 
cians say he has only about one chance 
in a hundred of recovery. 
PROMPT POLICE WORK. 


When Patrolman Broadhead reported 
to Central Police Station that a man 
had been fatally shot, the morning 
squad of the police force had just come 
on for duty and the night watch was 
reporting off. Sergt. Williams, who 
commands the night waich, at once 
dispatched every man of that squad, 
twenty-eight in number, to the s:ene 
of the shooting, or to that portion of 
the city. Those who had bicycies rode 
them there. Others took wheels which 
were at the Police Station unclaimed 
by their owners. Two patrol wagons 
filled with police were sent to the 
scene, and on the way every policeman 
whom they met on the streets was 
taken aboard. Within twenty min- 
utes after Broadhead had reported the 
matter no less than thirty-five police- 
men were scouring the southwestern 
part of the city searching for the 
assassin. Their orders were to stop 
every man they saw and search him 
for a weapon. If they found a gun 
on any person, no matter who it was, 
they were to arrest him and let him 
explain fully, if he could, afterward. 
The entire detective force was aroused 
as soon as possible, and they ali 
went to that part of the city. Until 
late in the morning and until there 
was no longer any possibility of catch- 
ing the fugitive by such means, the 
officers kept up the ” They 
found nothing. They had no descrip- 
tion to work on; they knew no person 
who could reasonably be suspected of 
the crime; but they used. every effort

SWEET POTATO POSSIBILITIES. 
A bulletin on the sweet potato, just is- 
sued from the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, discusses most 
intelligently and interestingly the nu- 
merous varieties of this tuber, the 
manner of their cultivation, the cli- 
mates and soils best adapted to each, 
the effort and present prospects of 
profitably exporting sweet potatoes, the 
yarious ways of cooking them, and, 
lastly, the canning of the product and 
its desiccation, or the making of sweet 
potato “flour.” 

The canning of sweet potatoes, says 
the New York Commercial, although a 
comparatively new industry, has at- 
tained considerable commercial impor- 
tance already, the market for the goods 
being found in sections where the veg- 
etable is not grown—the Northwestern 
States, Canada, Alaska and some parts 
of the Orient. The potatoes are sliced 
thin and then put up in three-pound 
tins, kept well and are in fairly good 
demand. The War Department has 
seit a good many of them to the Phil- 

lipines for our soldiers there. 

Several patents have been issued cov- 
ering the process and machinery neces- 
sary for desiccating the sweet potato

CORCHING MADMAN 
LOOSE IN REDLANDS. 


CHARGED PEOPLE ON THE STREET 
WITH HIS WHEEL.

Insane Carpenter Tried to Kidnap a 
Girl and Imagined He Owned the 
Town—Cigarettes Blamed for His 
Condition—Plague of Agents. * 


REDLANDS, July 10.—{From The 
Times’ Resident Correspondent.) N. 
W. Lamb, a carpenter, became insane 
suddenly yesterday, and while he was 
running around town created a mild 
reign of terror for a time. Although 


_ they were looking for him, the officers 


were not able to catch the madman for 
some time on account of the cunning 
with which he evaded them. 

Lamb gct a bicycle and went to the 
head of Cajon street, which enters 
town down a heavy grade. He would 
take a long start and scorch into Or- 
ange street like “The Flying Dutch- 
man.” Several times he nearly ran 
down people, who scattered out of his 
way like flies. 

About 4 o'clock Lamb's mania took a 
new turn, and he started en a kidnap- 
ing expedition, the object of his atten- 
tions being Miss Mabel Watson, a 
pretty nineteen-year-old girl who 
works in her mother’s lodging-house 
over the postoffice. He found the 
mother in the kitchen, closed the door, 
and said: “I’ve come after one of your 
daughters. I want the oldest one, 
Mabel. I em worth $50,000, and I'm 
going to Buffalo on a double-seated 
bicycle with her tonight. Where is 
she?” 

Lamb's demeanor frightened Mrs. 
Watson, who thought he was drunk. 


She managed to tell him, however, that | 


her daughter was out. Lamb did not 
believe her statement, and went to the 
girl's room, searching it. The girl was 
in the dining-room, and evaded him. 
Lamb finally left. 

After more scorching on his wheel 
the crazy man disappeared. At 8 
o'clock he showed up again at the 
Watson place, and the girl was hidden 
in another room. Lamb went straight 
to the room formerly occupied. by 
Mabel Watson. Finding this empty, 
he made a thorough search. He began 
to show signs of violence, and Mrs. 
Watson had difficulty in quieting him. 
She eventually convinced him that the 
giri was not in the house, and he left. 

Once on the street Lamb's vagaries 
took a new turn. He imagined that he 
owned the town, and could do as he 
liked with it. He entered Thomas 
Cooper’s cigar stand, and, in spite of 
the resistance of the attendant, took 
down a number of boxes of cigars, and 
distributed them gratuitously among 
bystanders. Then he was arrested. 
Lamb made stout resistance on the 
way to jail, but has been fairly tract- 
able since. He was taken to the Sher- 
iff’'s office this morning for examination 
as to his sanity. 

Lamb is about 33 years old, and is 
not known to have any relations near 
Redlands. The only reason assigned 
for his sudden lapse into insanity is 


cigarette smoking, for which he had a 


great passion. 
DAVIS ACQUITTED.

IVERSIDE TROUBLED 
ABOUT ELECTRICITY. 


FURNISHING TROLLEY POWER FOR 
LESS THAN COST. 
City Attorney Opines on Vexed Ques- 
tion—Appropriation for Celebration of 
“Sherman Day’ Next Thursday— 
Large Increase in Postal Receipts. 


RIVERSIDE, July 10—[{From The 
Times’ Resident Correspondent.] The 


‘City Attorney yesterday submitted a 


legal opinion to the City Board of 
Trustees on the electric power contract 
between the city and the Riverside and 
Arlington Street Railway Company. 
The city some years ago entered into a 
contract with the Redlands Power 
Company, whereby it became entitled 
to receive a minimum of 200 horse- 
power delivered continuously day and 
night. A contract was subsequently 
entered into by the city to supply to 
the electric railway company sufficient 
power to operate the road. For sev- 
eral years the power received from 
Redlafds has not been sufficient for 
city purposes, necessitating the build- 
ing of a steam plant in Riverside at a 
cost to the city of $40,000. This, in con- 
nection with the fact that the city is 
paying the Redlands company more 
for power than under the terms of the 
original contract, has brought it about 
that the city has been selling electric 
power to the railway company at less 
than cost. The City Trustees. thought 
that the cost price would be about 
right. The railroad people protested 
and insisted that the terms of the con- 
tract be strictly adhered to. Better, 
they argued, could the city afford to 
lose money than the Espee trolley line.’ 

The City Attorney holds that the 
Board of Trustees could not bind the 
city to furnish the Riverside and Ar- 
‘ington Railway Company electric 
power in excess of the surplus power, 
and that the city is not estopped from 
interposing the defense of ultra vires 
to such contract. That the city would 
be liable to refund any money paid to 
it under protest and under reasonable 
fear that the city would shut off the 
power, by the street railway company 
in excess of the amount legally due un- 
der such contract, if such contract 
should be held valid. That the street 
railway company could relieve itself 


from forfeiture of its controct for non- 
payment of its monthly power bills by 
making compensation to the city for 
non-compliance with the contents ex- 
cept in the case the company were 
grossly negligent or wilfully refused to 
make such payment. 


STREET IMPROVEMENTS. 


After much délay the City Trustees 


have instructed the City Engineer to 
prepare a map for improvements on 
Orange street, including cement walks 
five feet wide on both sides of the 
street from First to Eighth streets. 
This is one of the prettiest residence 
thoroughfares in town, and the resi- 
dents and property owners have for a 
long time been seeking to have it im- 
proved in the manner stated. 

It is probable that the work of im- 
proving the head of Magnolia avenue 
will be inaugurated without further de- 
lay. The members of the women’s 
clubs have raised $300, which will be 
applied to the erection of a neat sta- 
tion house and for other improvements. 

A granite curb will be laid, the ex- 
pense to be paid jointly by the city 
and the electric railway company. | 

COMING CELEBRATION. 


The City Trustees have appropriated 
$100 to the Chamber of Commerce to 
help out the celebration of “Sherman 
day,” on the 18th inst., when the cor- 
ner-stone of the new Indian school will 
be laid. The City Trustees of Red- 
lands San Bernardino, Colton and the 
cities of Riverside county will be in- 
vited to attend the celebration as 
guests of the city, but the Chamber of 
Commerce will pay the bills. 


POSTOFFICE RECEIPTS. 


The receipts of the Riverside post- 
office, exclusive of the money-order 
business, for the quarter ended June 
30, show an increase of over 15 per 
cent. over the receipts for the corre- 
sponding period last year. The re- 
ceipts for the term were $6123.24, as 
against $4424.13 last year. 


RIVERSIDE BREVITIES. 


The operating expenses of the city's 


electric light department for June, in- 
clusive of wiring. amounted to $1861.99. 
Bills were audited to the amount of 
$3823.35. The cash collections for power 


and light for the month were $2724.75, 


and the city used light to the amount 
of $454.95. The city now uses seventy- 
two arc lamps and 400 incandescent 
lights. Nearly 10,000 incandescent 
light; are used by private cunsumers.

ABSOLUTE ZERO. 


Prof. Dewar, in Reducing Hydro- 
gen to a Solid, Has Approached It 
More Nearly Than Any Other Man. 


{Washington Star:}) A matter of 
interest in scientific circles is the ex- 
periment recently made by Prof. James 
Dewar before the Royal Society of 
London, the result of which was the 
reduction of hydrogen to a solid, by 
which the celebrated chemist reached 
the lowest temperature ever attained 
in a laboratory. In other words, Prof. 
Dewar has reached a point consider- 
ably nearer what is termed the “abso- 
lute zero” than has ever been 
achieved by science. This “absolute 
zero” is to chemists what the pole is 
to geographers and naturalists, and 
ville we are getting nearer and nearer 


to both the real significance of reach- | 


ing the goal, seems even now to be 
purely a matter of speculation in the 
case of the “absolute zero,’’ as well as 
in that of the North Pole. 


By the “absolute zero’ is meant the 


lowest temperature compatible with 
heat—that point of temperature, in 
fact, at which a body wouid be wholly 
de; rived of heat and at which the 
particies whose motion constitutes heat 
would be at rest. This temperature 


is supposed to be about 274 degs.. 


centigrade, or 461 degs. Fahr. The 
term ‘Heat’ is here used in its scien- 
tific sense, for as men use the word 
in everyday languige, its significance 
depends on the temperature of the hu- 
man body. Men call “warm” -every- 
thing with a temperature higher than 
their own, and “‘cold” ail those objects 
which have less heat than they. In 
reality, however, the coldest body 


known to man is far from being ut-. 


terly without heat. Ice, for example, 
has heat; only in a degree so much 
below man’s tempdrature that one 
can searcely imagine it to be anything 
but “cold’’—a term which actually im- 
plies a comparatively low degree of 
heat. Accordingly the zero of ther- 
mometers is only a @nventional point 
marking a certain degree of heat. 
There seems to be a point, however, 
where heat cesase absolutely, and this 
point it is which is known in chem- 
istry as the “absolute zero.” 

The progress made in the direction 
of this “absolute zero” is associated 
with the work of transforming a 
highly-volatile gas like hydrogen into 
a liquid, and from a liquid into: a 
solid, because the process of liquefying 
or solidifying gases is practically a 
rocess of lowering their temperature. 

o convert gaseous hydrogen, for ex- 
ample into a liquid, we place a bulb 
of this gas in a vessel containing liquid 
alr. Then by exhausting the air so 
as to make it evaporate, we lower the 
temperature of the bulb until its con- 
tents pass from a gaseous into a liquid 
state. When we put some alcoho] on 
the palm of the hand, the evaporation 
of the alcohol makes our hand cold. 
This is due to the fact that in evap- 
orating the alcohol needs heat to sep- 
arate its particles and to reduce it 
from a liquid to a gas, and this heat 
is drawn from our hand. In a like 
manner the evaporation of the liquid 
air in the vessels robs the hydrogen 
of the bulb of a considerable quantity 
of its heat, lowering its temperature 
until it becomes a liquid, just as vapor 
assumes the form of water when the 
surrounding temperature is consider- 
ably lowered. 

Helium is the name of a newly-dis- 
covered chemical element, which § is 
even more volatile than hydrogen, and 
Prof. Dewar says that by using hydro- 
gen, in:liquid air or solid form, as a 
cooling agent, we ought to be able to 
liquefy this gas in the same manner 
as hydrogen is liquefied by means of 
liquid air. This would bring us to a 
boiling point about 4 or 5 degs. above 
absolute zero. ha 

Thus, even liquid helium (were the 
production of such a substance witLin 
our means) would not be enough to 
reach the “absolute zero."" Another 
gas would have to be found, still more 
volatile than helium, in order that the 
liquefying of that gas, with liquid 
helium -for a cooling agent, might 
bring us to the desideratum of scien- 
tiie chemists. 

This swhject was discussed recently 
in an interview by Dr. Robert Hueb- 
ner, a well-known chemist and  bac- 
teriologist. “If the whole world were 
at absolute zero, the whole world would 
be dead,” he said. “Life and all the 
forces and manifestations of life mean 
motion. Can you imagine existence 
without motion? But, then, why give 
s0 much lgtitude to one’s imagination? 
Prof. Dewar is no dreamer. He is a 
scientist, and he likes to have hard 
ground to tread upon. The nearer we 

t to the absolute zero, the more we 

now of the nature of things. There 
is no telling what sort of chemical 
combinations, impossible now, would 
become a matter of course, should we 
chemists be able to reduce the tem- 
perature—not of the whole world, but 
of some liquid, at Jdeast—to its lowest 
limit. But it n be reduced to 


powder already, afl, perhaps, when we | 
go a few degrees further, we may be. 


able to make sugar, for instance, »y 
combining carbon, hydrogen and oxy- 
gen in certain proportions. Oh, we 
might be able to do lots of things, but 
let us imagine as little as possible ond 
stick to realities as much as possible. 

“Prof... Dewar's experiment can 
scatcely be regarded as a discovery, 
however,” Dr. Huebner added. “Prof. 
Raoul Pierre Pictet of Geneva reduced 
hydrogen to a liquid and then to a 


solid as far bac’ as 1877. At the same. 


time he liquefied oxygen and nitrogen, 
both of which elements had up to that 
time been looked upen as permanent 
gases.”

AT SAN PEDRO. 


MANY SPECIMENS GATHERED BY 
BIOLOGICAL EXPLORERS.

Dredgings Charted by -Methods Em- 
ployed by the United States Coast 
and Geodetic Survey—Marine Fauna 
Especially Rich About Catalina Island. 


SAN PEDRO, July 10.—[From The 
Times’ Correspondent.] The launch 
Elsie left here this afternoon for San. 
Diego with Prof. C. A. Kofotd and 
party. The launch will be away for 
about three weeks, and most of that 
time will be spent:in marine biologi- 
eal exploration, such as has been go- 
ing on in the waters of this vicinity 
for several weeks. 

The biological survey work, with 
headquarters here, is under the zo-, 
ological department of the State Unl- 
versity. One of the chief objects of 
the work is to gain a comprehensive 
view of the physical environment of 
the marine life of the region studied. 
The observations include the tempera- 
ture and salinity of the water-at the 
surface and at different depths, the 
currents and tides, and the character 
and conforr *ticn Af the bottom. The 
work also includes the collection of 
matter from the bottom and just 
above it, and scientific studies of the 
matter gathered. 

The staff of the headquarters here ts 
composed of Associate Professor WiII- 
liam E. Ritter, in charge, zodlogy; 
Assistant Professor W. J. Raymond, 
hydrography:;: Assistant Professor C. 
A. Kofoid, zojlogy: Dr. F. W. Bar- 
croft, physiology: Prof. H. B. Torrey.
